S.R.O, 661 .—IDRA/ 6 / 6 . —^In exercise of the powers conferred by Beotion 6 
of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (LXV of 1951), the 
Central Government hereby establishes for the scheduled industry engaged in

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2. Two representatives of the Indian National Trade Union Congress, ydio, 
in the opinion of the Central Government are, eapaDie of representing the 
interests of persons employed in industrial undertuKing in the said scheduler 
industry snail be appointed as members of tne iJeveiopment Couneil as soon 
as may be after their names are obtained from tne Indian INational Trade Union 
Congress. 

3. Shri C. R. Rao shall be the Chairman of the said Development Counci], 

The Central Government hereby assigns the following funetions to the 
said Development Council, namely;— 

CD Recommending targets for production, co-ordinating production 
progratnines and reviewing progress from tune to time. 

^2) Suggesting norms of efficiency with a view to eliminating waste, 
obtaining maximum production, improving quality and reducing 
costa, 

(3) Recommending measures for securing the fuller utilisation of the 

installed capacity and for improvmg the working of the said 
scheduled industry, particularly of the less efficient units. 

(4) Promoting arrangements for better marketing and helping in the 

devising of a system of distribution and sale of tlie produce of the 
said scheduled Industry which would be satisfactory to the consumer. 

(6) Promoting ' sfandardiaation of products. 

(6) Promoting or undertaking the collection and formulation of 

statistics. 

(7) Promoting the adoption of measures for increasing the productivity 

of labour, including measures for securing safer and better working 
conditions and the provision and improvement of amenities and 
incentives for workers. 
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
